My Dear Brethren ! 


Aving lacely diſperſed among you the Pa- 
floral Letter which, phrſuant ro the Arch- 
Biſhop's Advice to all the Clergy undef 
his Charge, was Publiſhed by fome Wor- 
thy Miniſters about Bedford and Buckingham: 
I thought I cou'd not betrer expreſs my regard to their 
Pious Exarhple, the direQtion of my Superiors, and the 
good of your Souls; than by following 1t with ſome par- 
ticular Inſtruions of my own, about the means of ſecu- 
ring your Eternal Salyation, which I hope that Excellenc 
Letter has avakened you to a due Senſe of, and Con- 


cern for : 


And this I ſhall do, by offering you ſome ſhort Rules 
for the ordering your Behaviour. | 


I. Toward God. 

II. Toward your Governors. 

III. Toward your Neighbours. 

IV: Toward your Selves and Family. 


The whole of your behaviour toward God may be. 
confidered under that which we call the Worſhip of 
him, and you have beett fo often inſtructed in the greac 
reaſonableneſs of paying him this, vpon rhe account of 
his Adorable Attributes of'Power, Wiſdom, Goodneſs, 
Juſtice, Mercy, Truth, as well as your own derivation 
from him, and continual dependance on him; that 
I ſhall ſuppoſe you fully perfuaded of the Duty, and 
only endeavour to lead you on to the due and acceptable 
performance of ir. | 

Begin then in the Morning as ſoon as you are up, to 
Adore the Gracious Providence and Mercy of Goe; for 


having preſerved you from the dangers of the Night, 
_ refreſhed you with ſleep, and for bringing you in view 


of another Day'; cenfider whats is likely to be the bufi- | 
nefs of ir, as long as you have ir, what dangers of cut-

the fruits of your labour-and charge in vetty ua in

Laws of your own; I cannot but hope you will make 
His Majeſty's Government eaſie by paying him that Ho- 
nour, his ARtions for you, have procured him abroad: 
and doing whar in you lies, to make his endeavours of 
promoting FROE 00 Verrue at home fo proſperous and 
effeual, thar there may be fome ground to hope for the 
continuance of that Peace, which under God we owe to 
his Valour and Care.
